amongſt the Imperialiſts, (that lye here and thereenquartered, and 
ive upon the Inhabiranrs, as their maiters, havinga better reſolu. 
tion tocatand drinke than to fight) ne awakene. tiiem with his 
warlike Muſicke of thunyering Ordnance and Muskets, molt un- 
pleafing re them, and there made him(ſclfe malter ot divers good 
alacesand Townes ; as, Friedland, Brvndenberg,and Malchin all the 
Imperialiſts that arc able ro eſcape, flying away as talt as thcy can 
leaving every where their booties and goods, which they have theſe 
many yecres robbed, behind them,unto their victorious enemic's. 
As for Tilly, he having written to the States of S:/rſia, requiring 
them to receive 1nto their Country ſuch Impcriall forces as hee 
would {cnd thither, to bee enquartered here, anJ entertained by 
contribution untill winter ſhould be paſt, ( promiſing tic number 
ſhould not exceed 9ooo, men) and amplitying his Letters with 
many kind words; and complaints of the wants and miſ<ries ot the 
ſaid Imperiall forces, that came out of Pomerania, and other parts 
thereabours, to move the ſaid States tocompalsionz hee received 
for all that, forall anlwer, a round denyall, grounded upon impoſ.

Tilly himſclfe hath appointed his generall Rende7-wou for the 
Imperiall Forces at Deſſaw, and hath ſent ſome troopes to Fraxch- 
fort on the Oer : Bat there is{mall ſtore of vituals and munirion 
to befound for them ; and therefore grear diſconrentmenc amongſt 
them. n 

Out of the Countries of Franconia, Sutvia, and thoſe parts,there 

are now marching many Imperialltroopes towards P omerania,and 
from Lindaw there are ſent that way 60. Waggons with Munition, 
But thoſe Imperiall. Souldiers, having lived art caſe, without any 
diſcipline, are very unwillmg to march, where they ſhell be no lon. 
get commanders over the poore people,and therefore they runne a. 
way where they caneſcape. The Commanders and Officers them. 
{clves ſecme ro have no great pleaſure to goe ; where they will bee 
forced to uſe rather their Weapons againit the Enemy, than hither. 
to they have done amongſt thoſe that could not withitand, Icannot 
expreſſc in words, how rigorouſly it is proceeded aga:nit thoſe No. 
bles and Gentlemen of Franconia, w ho either themſelves or by ſome 
friends, brothers or fathers, have in time palt (ſerved againſt che 
Houſe of Arſtri« : Their Lands, houſes, and goods being daily ta- 
ken from them, by ſuch as come eyther with Commiſsion or Let. 
ters of the Emperour, that deſtowed rhe ſame on them. So that 
whole Families, their wives and children, are driven our, to ſeeke 
whereto live, beingnot ſuffered torake theleaſt thing with them, 
The Lord comfort them, and all his Ciſtrclzd people.

Here 15s as yetno certainty, whether or no the Countries of G«- 
' & 4chand Berg hen ſhall be treed from the Truopes that lye there 
cnquartered. The Paltſgrave of Newburgh is {hill at Zraxels, folli. 
citing the Archdutcheſle to give order for withdrawing the Spar:ſh 
and Imperia/l forces out of thoſe Countries. But Count 7ebn of 
Nafſaw, who commands the Imperialiſts there (the ſame that was 
fo lang priſoner at Weſel/) continueth in his reſolutionnot to march 
with his forces from thence, unleſlc he receive exprefſe Command. 
ment from the Emperour. Meane while the Countries ſufter picitul- 
ly, and are altogether ruinated. The 
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The thirteene Cantons of Switzerland have beene aflembled ar 
Baden, where they have beenea good while buſted, ro adviſe how 


to make an agreement betwixt theſe of Z»rick and the Biſhop of 


Coſtance, and the Abbor of S. Gall, whoboth doe demanJ the reſti. 
tution of ſome Eccleſizſticall goods and Churches from thoſe of Z;:- 
rick and Berne. But all that conſultation came tonothing. The Pro. 
teſtants there have reſolved and unitcd themſelves (o,that they will 
giveno way tothe pretences of thoſe Romaniſts, not withſtanding 
the injuries and ſcornfull words, which daily the Papilts Prieſts ve. 
ter, both publikely anJ privately, and not without threarnings a- 
gainſt chem, 

« The Proteſtant Princes and States, which remaine yer breathing 
in Germany, arenow together at Leip/ick, at which Towne the Ele» 
Ror of $4xe» arrived on the 4. of Febraary laſt, with a Trayne con. 
liſting of 700, horſes. And on the ſame day there arrived alſo in 
perſon the EleRor of Brandenburg, accompanied with 2 50. horſes. 
ſie Dake of Dexxponts,(a Prince Palatin= that in time palt was Ad. 
minilirator at Heydelberg) being diverted by ether occaſions from 
comming himſelte, hath given his poer and Commilsion to the 
L andgrave of Heſſen. All the Proteftant Imperial! Citizs haveſene 
their Deputies thither ; and the Circle of Su2v/a likewiſe, as alſo 
the Nobil:ty of Franconia. The two Dukes of «2fechelbarg, (not- 
withſtanding that they are proſcribed by the Emperour, and that 
the Duke of Fried/an4 hath long ſince taken the:r Countrey) having 
beene invited thither by the Ele&or of $ «xe», are allo there, So that 
now there 1s great expeCttation every where, what will de by them 
relo:ved and concludcd. .

The King of Sweder hath left ( beſides the Garriſons of ſuch 
places as he hath taken in Pomerania) behinde him in the March of 
Brandenburg, an Armie of go00.men.And T illy(not knowing what 
that King intended when he went backe from before Landsberg ) 
gave order tor the fortifying ofa place called Beskoy, and ſcnt many 
troopes towards Franckfort onthe Oger 3 which troopes doc there, 
and inall thoſe parts where now they are, commit ſuch inſolencies, 
that it cannot be written : 1hey dellroy and 'poile all; and although 
there isbut ſmall,or in ſome places noproviſiun of victuals atall;yet 
whatſoever they tinde, it they are not able to conſume theſame,or if 
it is not worth the carryipg away, they doe {poile, burne, or other- 
wye make it aſcleſle. | : 

The Citie of Srrasbxrg having,upon the ſurmmons which the Im. 
periall Commiſsioners made, for the reſtitution of ſome Churches 
and Church-lands, refuſed to obey, muſt now aircady ſufter the ſaid 
Commiſcioners in three of their Villages, where the Miniſters and 
SchouImaſters are commanded to avoyd theſe vlaces:their Schooles 
and Churches are taken,and the Imperiall Armes(the Blacke Eagle) 
put upan the doores. How the people,or rather the Magiſtrate will 
diſpelt this, time will teachus. 

The Citie of Franckfort (on the Maine) is alſo in danger, for ha. 
vingrefuſcd ro receive ſome leſuites thar came thither by the Com. 
miſsicn, they brought with them from the Duke of Baveere, and

Weexpe& with great longing, what the Proteſtants willreſolve 
at Leip/ick,where the firſt propoſition was mae on the 10, of Feby.

The nowes of this reddition being brought to T'reptow, ( ano; 
ther good Towae in the Dukedome of Meckelberg, and allo ke pr by 
an [mperiall Garriſon) the Imperialilts therein fearing to get not (6 
go0J a condition, fled preſently,and (oleft the Towne for the King, 
who being ſpeedily advertiſed thercof, tooke the ſame alſs on the 
ſameday. 

And nd underſtand thatbeſilzs theſe Townes, hee hath fince ra- 
ken « Halchin, Malchow, Dammin, Garbaw, and other places : So 
that heis already maſter of all the Dukedome of Meckelbarg, ſave 
onely foure yu principall good) Townes; being Wi/mar, Roſtock, 
But7ow, and Damitz,, which is a ſtrong place, and lyeth upon the 
River of Elbe..

The Aſſembly ofthe Proteſtants began at Leipſick, and the firſt

Concerning the Countries of Gulick. (leve, and Berghen, &c. Te 
15now certainely belceved, that they ſhall bee freed from all the 
troopes that lye thercin, both of the Spaniards, Imperialiſts andthe 
States ; Her Highaeſfle the 7»fanra having publithed a Decree at 
Bruxels, bearing datere 1 » of February laſt, whereby ſhee Gignifi. 
eth, That upon the ir {tance of che Duke of Newburg, Her Highnefſe 
doth grant unto che Incabitarrs torazeand breake downe ail For. 
tificart.ons that of latc have beene made in the ſaid lands of Gulicke, 
{ieve, Bergh, Alarcks, Ravenipergh and Ravenſtringexcept _— 
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three ptaces rharare:referved. And concerning the withdrawing 
of all Forces and Souldiers intheſaid Countries, That ſhe had gi.

quire out of the ſaid Countries, {although the ſaid new fortificati- 
ens ſhould not yet be razed) and carry with them onely their pro.

they found when they arrived : So that the Conntries ſhall here. 
after remaine free and neutrall; Jt being underſtood that 
the States ſhall likewiſe withdraw all their For.

He cruelty uſed by the Imperialiſts at the taking of 17ag- 
 denburg (the like no Hiſtory hath nor could ever make 

mention of) had indeed troubled many Proteſtants in Ger- 
14y, eſpecially the EleRor of Sexen found himſelfe much 
perplexed upon the newes thereof, when he likewiſe was 
much troubled and urged by an Imperiali Ambaſiadour and 
many other Meſſengers and letters, both from the Emperour 
and other Catholike Eletors and Princes. Howſoever 
ſeeing by the example of e2{agdenbarg what he and others of 
his Profeſs!on and Religion have to looke for at their enemies 
hands and promiſes, and confidering the Imperiall Mandates 
and Preclamations, publiſhed (likea —_— againſt the con. 
clafion lately taken by him and other Proteſtant Princes and 
States aſſembled at Leipſick; and hearing withall of the doubt 
and feare divers made of his conſtancie in the ſaid reſolution, 
he both gave order for the greater ſpeed in the levying of his 
owne forces and ſenr allo ſeverall Meſſengers to other Prote- 
ſtant Princes, States and Imperiall Cities, with ample letters: 
_— he doth not onely affure them of his conitancie and 
proceedivg in the performance of their reſolution, But ex- 
horteth them alſo, to make greater haſte and to take 
more care than ſome of them did hitherto to prepare and 
defend themſelves, repreſenting the great neceſ:ity and 
danger, their-enemies extraordinary arming, threatnings

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letters of his have very much rejoyced and Arengthened 
all the good party, eſpecially Norimberg, Stracburs and 
other good Townes, the moſt part whereof are already 
well provided and armed.

The King of Sweden (having firmed a royall Campe, ſince 
the EleRor of Saxer did not grant him for his ſurety and re.

7r«ſſia and from other parts; meane while he hath an armie in 
Sileſiare which he hath ſent ſome treopes for reinforcing and 
the better to oppoſe them all againſt the 7wperiali/ts that in- 
tend to beſiege (rofſer, 

Some of his Caualrie met lately with five Companies of 
Crabates that came out of Magdenbarg laden with very rich 
beoty they made there, which five Companies were all defea. 
ted, and left all their riches (as it they had cxpreſly tetched the

Thelike good fortune befell lately to the Garriſon of Weſell, 
who met with a convoy that carried much money towards 
the Spaniſh Camp, which convoy being alſobeatenlett all the 
money behinde them in their enemies hands.

Our ſouldiers of #e/e/! and the ncere adjoyning Garriſon 
150 (trogg,have defeared a Convoy which was going trom 
Culin to Antwerp,they were condudted by thoſe of Rhynberk

which exploit our ſoldiers obtained great booty 150000 Rix. 
do.lers in (pecie,much Silke & other rich\commodiuc,swhere., 
with divers Carts were laden.

T he x2. of Tune from the Army of hu Excellence 
the Prince of Orange. 

Whereas his Excell the Prince of Or-»ge,had pitcht Armie 
at the ſide of the River Ley before the Citie Bridges the 3 of 
moneth,cach one thonght that his Excellence was of intent1- 
on toapproach & bcficge the ſaid Titie, But now it appeares 
probably that his Excel. wasnot ſo minded, tor he did not en. 
trench himſclfe there, butlay with his Army 1n the field oncly. 
Inthe meane while certaine Committces were fent out of the 
ſaid Citie in thename of the 4 parts of Flanders. to trear with 
his ExcellEce concerning the cortribution which was behind 
and had long time beene unpayd, infomuch that they gave (e- 
curitic for entire payment of 10 yeares contribution. Where. 
upon his Excell. with his whole Army departed ,and the verie 
lame night tooke his reſting place at alsegom, where we pal- 
ſed the 5 of Jane over the river Lieve towards Walichem , and 
trom thence toward Eckelo,and Caprich and the 7 of junc re- 
rurned backe with our whole armic at 1/aterviirt, where his 
Excell. inſtantly cauſed rerrenchments to be caſt vp all along 
the HollandZ31e,tor the better enſuring of his armie,ſothar'.n 
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cafe the ſpaniſh forces (which as wee underſtood had continu. 
ally followed us) had co:mc upon us,then had we taken the ſaid 
Dike for our defence, 

The 8 af /une the proviſion of his Excell. was emtarqued, 
and his horſe troopes being commanged preſently as ſoone as 
they ſhould be landed to march toward Berg n op { nome. Ye- 
ſterday were ali the Land. forces ſhipt and all the waggons pur 
aboard. The firelockes in the meane time ſtoodjin battle array, 
and held the watch untill all things were ſafely embarqued. 
Thus with the whole traine of our atmie wee marched from 
Tendych to Rammekens , & (0 do ynwards, ſayling many hun- 
dred ſhippes together , & ſo forſooke the Flemiſh coaſts, which 
cour:try 13 this our expedition wee have wholly brought uns 
der contribution until the verie Citie Geude, His Excellence 
in this expedition hada verie vigilant regard over his whole 
armic.anda ſpeciall care that all things might be carricd verie 
orderly , inſomuch thar hee cauſed many of his {oldiersrobee 
hanged for their miſdemecanours and inſolencies committed 
againſt the inhabitants of the Countrie : But the like care was 
not taken on the other (i {e,tor many of aur ſoldiers which did 
ſtragg.c ſomewhat out of theirlimits had by them their No. 
ſes and Eares cut off; Three ſoldiers wives with achild of 8 
yeares were taken by the Flemiſh and hanged. 7 

The ſame day that we came to #atervliier, the ſpaniſh that 
nightarrived at Caprich , bnt did not ſhew themſelves any 
neerer unto us. So that in this enterprize, wee have not mer 
with our encmic toany purpoſe, and have«found no refi:tance 
worthy of relation. Onely wee were informed that the ene. 
mie brought his whole armie togerh<r,therew ith intending to 
cut off all paflages trom our armie - and hinder the vicualls 
from comming tous. W hat ſhall fo:low hereafter in rime we 
ſhall acquaint you.
